tion, which will take eight to
ten months, will begin in mid-
January.

The total cost of the center
is estimated at $371,000, which
also includes $100,000 worth of
the most modern radio equip-
ment now made., The federal
government will give the city
a check for $165,000 towards
the final cost, and the city's
share, which includes an above-
ground addition to the jail fa.
cilities, is $206,000. The money
was budgeted by the city in its
1962-3 years. 2

THE CENTER will have its
own water and power systems,
a fresh-air circulator which is
self-contained, and an air-wash
system for use in the event of
radio-active fallout,

Most interesting and vital
part of the center is the
“brain” area—an operations
center and command post. A
master control board will allow
operators to keep track of ve.
hicle movements in the city,
Large maps which may be pro-
jected on a screen provide
quick and detailed information
on any sector of the city,

In addition to the maps, bur-
glar alarms will be connected
to the control board. Fire Chief
J. J. Benner hopes a voice box
fire alarm system will be in-
stalled as part of the system.

- . -

THE OPERATIONS proce.
dure is based on the fire zone
maps of the city. Use of the
screen will permit the operator
to project a map of the city
together with a detail map of
the particular zone, Used to-
gether, the map will allow any
operator to keep track of all
fire, police, or clvil defense
calls in the city, and to dis-
pntch aid in minimum time.

In addition to the command
post, the center also includes a
kitchen, dorms, a message
room, and switch room. The
switch room will contain all
communicatians switehing
equipment in the city,

NEW FEATURES, which in-
clude such innovations as re-
corders to record each incom-
ing call, abound in the struc-
ture. Already, it has become a
model for other similar facili-
ties. The Santa Rosa Civil De-
fense headquarters has re-
ceived the plan with great en-
thusiasm, reports Johnson,

During emergency conditions,
the center will serve as the
heart of the South Bay area.
The commander of the South
Bay sector, designated Area G,
will give all orders from the
center, Direct lines will tie the
Area G commander to the re-
gional and state commanders,

The communications center
has been in the works for about
18 months, It is expected to
undergo tests within a year be-
fore reaching full operational
status, It represents a major
improvement in city communi-
ications systems, and in the

DR, J. H. HULL, superinten-
dent of schools, told the board
that additional state funds will
be necessary if the district is
to maintain its present pro-
gram without additional tax
increases in years to come.
